It  Is  often  asked  by  those  *c*t  fully 
acquainted  wltlr  huUdlnji  and  lose  as¬ 
sociation  methods  "How  Is  it  that  th# 
protits  or  building  and  loan  association* 
accumulate  more  rapidly  than  by  tbo 
regular  six  per  cent.  Interest  methods' 
Since  the  profit  Is  made  by  tb*  loaning 
of  money,  the  borrower  must  pay  a 
high  price  for  his  money,  or  the  ussocl- 
ut  ion  wou  id  not  make  the  large  profit." 

Tills  would  seem  a  logical  argument, 
at  least  theoretically,  In  practical 
building  und  loan  association  work, 
however,  It  Is  not  entirely  true.

Whatever  Is 
received  in  dues,  premiums,  and  Anas 
is  put  to  interest  earning  In  tbe  very 
sutue  way.  The  prollt-m&ktng  ability 
<>f  uuy  scheme  that  compounds  Its  Inter¬ 
est  is  generally  understood.  $1,000  at 
six  per  ceut.,  simple  Interest,  will  earn- 
$:MH i  in  tlve  years;  if  the  Interest  la 
compounded  monthly  it  will  earn  $348.83. 
To  tld*  should  be  added  the  profit 
which  is  left  to  tb*  credit  of  the  remain¬ 
ing  members  of  a  series  by  withdrawing 
members.  Tbe  great  majority  of  the 
non-borrowing  element  In  building  ant 
loan  associations  withdraw,  and  that 
very  properly,  before  the  time  of  rno- 
turity  <>f  thefr  stock.  As  mere  Investors 
they  are  satisfied  with  a  smaller  rata  of 
interest  than  ttje  matured  stock  would 
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l-ilug.  Now  If  from  a  series  of  stock  of 
say  2((0  shares  100  shares  are  withdrawn 
with  a  profit  of  four  or  live  per  cent,, 
while  the  money  has  been  earning  six 
per  ceut.  compounded  monthly;  It  Is 
evident  that  the  remaining  100  shares 
are  materially  benefited  by  the  remain¬ 
ing  pioUl.

Another  question  frequently  asked  le

This  is  easily  explained.  A  building 
and  loun  borrower  begins  paying  off  his 
I  loan  as  soon  as  it  Is  made.  Every  time 
l.c  pays  iii  Ills  monthly  dues  the  prlncl- 
I  >1  <>f  tils  mortgage  Is  made  ton  much 
less  und  tii*  security  begins  to  Improve 
at  on.-,-.  A  private  lender  of  money 
!,.i-  in.  expectation  that  his  loan  will 
l»-  reduced  until  the  time  specified  In 
the  mortgage.  He  must  therefore  have 
margin  eiiouvh  to  cover  depreciation Jn 
\  aluc  through  wenr  and  tear  and  through 
p,,  sil.le  business  depression.  And  on 
lln*  part  of  the  borrower  from  others 
than  building  and  loau  associations  the 
thought.

As¬ 
sociations.  aa  a  rule,  will  also  discrimi¬ 
nate  in  favor  of  persons  who  Uhtow  to 
buy  or  build  a  house  as  against  specu¬ 
lators,  In  which  certainly  also  lies  an 
clement  of  safety.
